(Ref: Rose's 
Foundation of Nutrition The 
search for vitamin A in foods 
went forward by leaps and 
bounds. Not only fish liver oils, 
eggs, and butter, but also green 
olive leaves and yellow parts 
of plants prone to be excellent 
sources. Carrots and sweet po- 
tatoes are found to be rich 
sources of vitamin A while 
white turnips, Irish potatoes 
furnish practically none. An ex- 
periment formed by Prof. H. 
Steenbock at the University of 
Wisconsin found that yellow 
corn could be used as the only 
source for vitamin A in the diet 
for young rats with excellent 
results, while white corn fed 
o another group of rats proved 
deficient in vitamin A. He ex- 
tracted some of the pigment of 
carrots known as carotene, cry- 
stallized it, and found that the 
erystals had vitamin A activity. 

It has now been established 
that vitamin A in the livers of 
salt water fish is not identical 
with that found in livers of 
fresh water fish, however they 
are alike functionally. 

Vitamin A helps to resist in- 
fection. It is at all times sig- 
nificant for the maintenance of 
disease and the development of 
a high degree of physical vigor.

A 1948 report of the World Medical Association discloses 
Í that the United States has more doctors in proportion to popula- 
tion than any nation which has adopted socialized or regimented 
F medicine—and in most cases we lead by a very wide margin. 
Furthermore, we have more doctors in proportion to population 
= than any other nation in the world save for little Palestine, where 
B there are great numbers of refugee Jewish physicians from Cen- 
P tral Europe. 
It is true that even this country needs more doctors—there 
Are serious shortages in some sections, just as there are shortages 
f of other desirable services and facilities. But it is impossible to 
see how placing the medical profession under what would amount 
to political domination would do anything but make the situa- 
tion worse. It takes ten years or more of arduous and expensive 
training to become a doctor. Woul4 young men find the profession 
| more attractive if they knew they would dccupy much the same 
Status as civil servants, that advancement would largely depend
